ST AN DARD BOOTS.

Inquiry of the biggest manufacturer of bools 
in Dublin elicited the fact yesterday that no 
information had been received in regard to the 
supply of war-time or standard boow, nor had 
the biggest retailer of footwear in the city 
received any direct officia! Communication on 
the subject. Both were inclined to the idea that 
siandard boots would not be sold in this country 
just yet. Trade papers to hand yesterday siated 
thai the settlement of final details in the mak- 
ing of war-time or standard boots had very 
much delayed for some reason or other Phere 
was difficulty in ensuring supplies of chrome 
“upper leather. The home production wus 
quite inadequate, but the position had been 

vastly improved by purchases made in America 
on hehalf of the Government 

The Dublin manufacturer stated that certain 
types of standard boots could not h, produced 
without leather from America, and leather 
bought and paid for by British Éan earlv in 
the year was still lying in America. The import 
of leather had been prohibited since February 
235 last. 

In France prices have been nearly halved by 
the introduction of the’ “ national ' boots.

Russia and the Allies. 


“M. Kerensky has informed the Petro- 
grad Correspondent of the Associated Press 
that Russia was worn out, and that it was 
her right now to ask the other Allies to 
shoulder the burden of the war.” This 
telegram received the compliment of 
“ Stop-Press Editiqns” yesterday, and it 
furnished enjoyable reading for the pessi- 
mists. It would be, indeed, a document of 
tragic importance if it really implhed two 
things—tirst, that a Russia which had been 
fighting well up to the present had decided 
suddenly to fight no and, next, 
that Russia proposes to make a separate 
Powers.

Every 
student of the war has known for many 
weeks that Russia is, if not actually “ worn 
out,’ in dire difficulties, and that during 
those weeks her Allies have supported, in 
fact, the whole burden of the war. All 
the recent news from Petrograd indicates 
that the Government is powerless, and 
that the Navy and Army are thoroughly 
demoralised. The mad doctrines of the 
Soldiers’ and Workmen's Delegates have 
reduced the country to anarchy. The 
Military Governor of Petrograd is pre- 
paring hurriedly to meet ‘armed action ” 
by the Maximalists. A thousand 
strikes" have disorganised the railways 
and interrupted industry. Russia's naval 
and military paralysis is so complete that 
her enemies, having established a footing 
on her coast, have been contené to leave 
her the undisturbed victim of her internal 
afflictions. it was the wholesale with- 
drawal of German and Austrian troops 
from the Russian frontiers that has made 
possible the heavy blow against Italy. 
Petrograd is saved for the present by this 
withdrawal and by the approach of winter, 
and may be saved permanently by Allied 
action in the plains of Italy. It is almost 
certain, therefore, that Russia's military 
failure has achieved already its marimum 
of damage to the Allied cause. It is quite 
certain that by this time the plans of the 
Western Allies have been recorfstituted in 
the light of this failure. From the mili- 
tary point of view, M. Kerensky’s state- 
ment makes the situation no whit more 
serious to-day than it was a week ago. 
The pessimists have hastened (with the 
same headlong indecency as in the case of 
Italy) to accept M. Kerensky's statement 
as notice of Russia's intention to make a 
separate peace. That interpretation is 
almost inconceivable for at least three 
reasons. The Revolution, disastrous as its 
first results have been, was the outcome 
of a passionate revolt against autocracy. 
lt is for more, not for less, liberty, in 
their disordered use of the word, that the 
Soviet and the Maximalists are now’ con- 
tending. German intrigue has made the 
Russian democracy helpless, but cannot 
reconcile it to German methods of Govern- 
ment. The people who dethroned the Tsar 
have pledged themselves to mortal combat 
with all the principles of Kaiserism. A 
separate peace with Germany would admit 
the supremacy, if not the morality, of 
those principles. “The present afflictions of 
Russia give nobody in. these islands the 
right to insult her with the suggestion that 
she has become false, so swiftly and shame- 


how ever,

lessly, to the spirit of her Revolution. Mr. 
Lansing, the American Secretary of State, 


á 


in denouncing this base suggestion, 
mentions the second of the reasons why 
Russia will not make a separate peace. 
At this moment the United States are 
putting more than £6,000,000 to her credit 
the latest item in the great volume of 
financial and other material support that 
Revolutionary Russia has received from 
the Western Allies. She owes to her 
Allies an immense debt of gratitude, and 
we refuse to entertain for a single moment 
the idea that she has decided to repudiate 
it. Finally—this is, perhaps, a sordid 
reason, but it should convince the pessi- 
mists—Russia depends almost entirely on 
her Allies for her industrial and economic 
regeneration after the war. If she is to 
be saved from famine and bankruptcy, she 
will need vast sums of money and vast 
supplies of raw material. She cannot get 
them from Germany, which is now con- 
eumed with anxiety about this very 
problem of raw material after the war; 
shé must turn for aid to Britain, France, 
and the United States. It is enough for us 
that Russia's principles and honour forbid 
her to make a separate peace with Ger- 
many. Even the pessimists should realise 
that she cannot afford to make it. 
A little while ago the “ pacificists 
clamouring for a “restatement of 
Allies’ war aims that would satisfy the 
theories of the Russian Socialists. We 
should welcome to-day, not a restatement 
of our war aims, which were never in 
doubt and are unchangeable, but a re- 
statement by our politica] leaders of the 
situation.

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The Tillage Order. 


We print to-day three Orders which help 
to bring home to us the existence of a 
state of war. The first and im- 
portant is the Tillage Order for 1918 made 
by. the Department of Agriculture under 
the Production Act The 
brings into operation the new scheme fo:

try is subjected. A further extension olf 
tillage on the largest scale is contemplated 
in the Department of Agriculture's Order 
prescribing the minimum tillage portion 
of every holding in Ireland exceeding ten 
acres in 1918. If none of the holding was 
cultivated last year, fifteen per cent. is 
to be tilled next year. If any part was 
cultivated last year, an equivalent area is 
to be tilled next year and filteen per cent. 
of the whole acreage of the holding in 
addition, subject to the proviso that the 
total area tilled need not be more than 
fifty per cent. of the holding. The new 
Order only extends the area 
of compulsory tillage, but severely 
restricts the grounds on which exemp- 
tion from the obligation may be claimed. 
Apart from holdings under ten 
which are wholly exempt, the 
lands for which exemption may be claimed 
are those which are used for grazing or 
feeding milch cows, or for an industry 
other than agriculture of greater service 
in the national interest than cultivation ; 
lands used as stock yards or show grounds 
or’ for maintaining studs of high<lass 
thoroughbred horses; and race-courses, 
subject to the proviso that ten per cent. 
must be tilled of the portions, if any, of 
a holding comprising a race-course which 
are not used as racing track, paddock, 
ring, or other enclosures adjacent to the 
stands. Golf clubs are similarly required 
to till ten per cent. of the area of their 
links. Another clause of the Order 
excepts any holding for which the 
Department makes a special Order pre 
scribing the minimum tillage portion. 
This clause seems to throw on the Depart- 
ment the whole responsibility of pre- 
serving in the great grazing counties a 
due balance between tillage and cattle 
raising.

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‘* Pocket-Money ’’ Workers. 


A class of women helpers in the war 
has come to be known as “ pocket-money 
workers. These ladies are working 
everywhere, and the question of their 
status as real wage-earners, both now 
and in the future, has been much 
discussed. A meeting has just been 
held by the Women’s Industrial Coun- 
cil to consider the “post-war unem- 
ployment of women clerks.” The founda- 
tion of the Industrial Council's case is 
the principle of equal pay for equal work ; 
that this principle shall be recognised by 
the State; and: that a minimum wage 
shall be paid in all branches of work. 
It is certain that tens of thousands of 
women who have become workers owing to 
the war will not wish to abandon this 
work. when the war is finished. It is ad. 
mitted that the surrender of pocket-money 
wages will be a hardship to some women ; 
but the Council’s position is clear. “No 
woman should ever, for any reason, work 
for merely pocket-money. If she could 
not stand shoulder to shoulder with the 
vast ranks of workers, take the same 
wages, whether big or small, and help 
their conditions, she should ‘get but 
and get under.”

While the Italians are still retiring, after 
having held the German forces for a 
while, the situation is not considered 
desperate. The gravity, however, is ad- 
mitted.

miles. An extra charge of jd. per Ib. may also 
be made for n peckages not exceeding 
24ibe. The profit on blended butter ia limited 
to aid. ir ib. for lib, rolls, bricks, ete; Ad. 
per Ib. for rolls, bricks, etc. of less than Iib., 
and 10s. per cwt. for bulk. In certain cases

THE ITALIAN RETREAT,

General Gonza was transported to Udine with 
eleven wounds. All the officers of his Staff 
were killed or wounded, and of the fifty horee- 
men composing his escort only three escaped 
alive. The stand made by General Badoglio 
with his Bersaglieri on the Matajur, which cont- 
mands the pass from Caporetto to Cividale, was 
a new Thermopylae. This heroic band fought 
without hope of assistance, and without. any 
idea of surrendering. Of these regiments of 
Bersaglieri Only one lieutenant remained alive, 
and he, too, was wounded. The Italian troops 
on the Monte Negro remained unconquered, al- 
though practically surrounded by the enemy on 
all sides, whilst the Alpini on the higher [sonzo 
repeated their past feats of glorious selí-

Provided that in the 
case of a holding part of which is exempted 
from the provisions of the Order, the area of 
the. hajding for the purposes of calculating the 
minimum tillage portion shall be taken to be 
the actual area, less the area of the excepted 
part of the holding The Order also makes 
provision for declarations that holdings, or por- 
tions of them, are exempted from the provisions 
of the Order, and appix aiions, on presen bed 
forms, setting out the necessary particulars, 
must be made to the Department on or before 
15th December, 1917. These preseribed forms 
will only be iseued at the request of the intend- 
ine applicant or his agent, ani upon submission 
of prima facte evidence of his right to obtain 
it.

One lays down Dr Garnett's book on 
Turgenev with the feeling of a glorious 
opportunity wasted. There is no man in 
Fn land BO well able to Kive us a true in- 
sight into Tufgenev's real significance as 
Dr. Garnett. He has all the qua lifica- 
tions necessary: a thorough knowledge of 
the origmal language, of the stage and 
players, and of the social, underground 
forces of and about which Turgenev 
writes. In his present work he has pre- 
ferred io deal with the contentious and 
unsatisfactory discussion of ‘Turgenev's 
relative place and merit in the school of 
Russian novelists generally, lo this 
problem there is nO single answer. It 
rarely happens ain the literature of any 
age or country that one man so far out- 
tops other workers in the field he has 
chosen as to leave his fellow-labourers 
without their own special followin s, Cer- 
tainly no such distinction exists between 
i Turgenev and the opher novelists who de 

woe Sé for us the Russia of 1870-1900. Of 
the novel, far more than of any other 
form of literary expression, it miay be said 
that its appreciation is determined rather 
by mood and temperament thant by any 
| other factor. What good can possibly be 
effected by drawing up a list of novelists 
or any other class of writer in order of 
merit? Each has his own place; each 
does his own work ; and each has his own 
readers. Moreover, it is given to few 
writers in any rp of literature 
to maintain a high average in all their 
works. Genius does not exhibit itself in 
that way. It would, therefore, be neces- 
sary to add to our list of authors a list of 
best works to which the examination 
marks had been assigned. 

No one is disposed to quarrel with Dr. 
Garnett’s hero-worship. His admiration 
of Turgenev is the considered opinion of 
a man well qualifigd to judge, but a com: 
parison between Turgenev and, say, Tols- 
toy is bound to be futile. One always ad- 
mires the finish of Turgenev’s portraits 
and his restraint in declamation; but 
when we turn from a course ¢f his books 
to, let us say, the crude horror of “ Resur- 
rection,” we feel that here polish is 
labour wasted, and that restraint woald 
mar the rade force of the whole concep- 
tion. It is true that the same holds good 
of all other departments of literature in 
every other country.

In “The Threshold of Quiet’ Mr. Corkery 
has essayed the full length novel It is a 
sincere and, on the whole, succeasful attempt 
to portray certain types of Irish character, 
The dramatis persone are not quaint, 
humorous peasants, not conventional elago 
Irishmen rollicking through life, not patriots 
or party men making trade of politics, They 
are just plain, commonplace people of the 
lower middle class, with not a villain or interest: 
ing sinner among them. They live quiet, even 
dull. uneventful lives within the Roman 
Catholic tradition, . Nothing in common have 
they with the eloquent-tongued or tragic types 
of Bynge and Lady Gregory, though doubtiess 
they are nearer to reality: nothing in com- 
mon with the strong, hard types of North- 
East Ulster. Cork city, where these people 
live, gives Mr. Corkery his excellently used 
local colour, but indeed any town of South- 
Wost Ireland would furnish in abundance such 
types as he has chosen to depict.

John Dillon, M.P., was the prin- 

speaker at the inaugural meet- 
ing in Dublin, on ‘Thursday, of the 
Literary and Debating Society of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, and in the course 
of his address he dealt chiefly with the Sinn 
Fein movement, He had read, he sa with 
great inverest the long rigmarole of resolutions 
passed at the Sinn Fein Convention, and he re- 
cognised old friends: Mr. Griffith had been 
preaching that doctrine for fifteen years, and he 
never got any considerable oe of Irish people 
to listen to him.

Sugar will only be sold by registered retailers. 
A household will receive through the police a 
registration card, a portion of which goes to 
the retailer selected, who, in turn, must give 
preference to registéred customers. Caterers’ 
supplies will be regulated by the number of 
customers, etc., and inatitutions by the number 
of residents and meals served to non-residents 
Manufacturers’ supplies gre regulated in ac- 
cordance with exiting restrictions.
